paper deadiine at 12 p.m. in a town 20 miles away. 
It wasn’t a mistake Pete, or Pedro as I like to call 


him when around sleek pure-blooded canines, has be. 
come a brother for Jim, a second son for me, com- 
panion and protector of my wife, and playmate for our 
two daughters 
He had his freedom fight in Sacrament » adjusted 
and won it, now he’s tn another Int pland., 
ee 


In Sacramento he had a yard which was to be his do 
main, Like any self-respecting San Quentin prisoner, 
he escaped through the holes, tunneled under, and final 
ly, became an excellent climber over the eight foot 
high redwood fence, This became such an art he coul » 
from a@ running start, hit the garbage can and bound 
over in one leap, It was simpler than climbing rung by 
rung manlike, 

His tag at the shelter said Terrier-Fox, This charac- 
teristic was strictly fox. 

We gave up on the backvard and allowed him to roam 
free - to see what would happen. Surprisingly, he won 
the friendship of neighbors and learned to avoid the lo- 
cal dog catcher (pardon me, humane officer). There 
were no complaints, Seven kids in that block claimed 
Pete as their own and the housewives said he pro. 


tected them on dark nights when they came home late,

Upland is proving a tougher revolution ground for 
Pete. The denser population, necessitating more strin- 
gent rules and regulations, especially in the apartment 
area, is testing his mettle again. 

He sleeps inside in Jim’s bedroom as we found he 
cleared a series of fences over apartment patios the 
first night in town, 

The 24-hour seven day a week leash law has also 
cramped his style some, and there are just too many 
people around for him to make friends withall of them. 

Pete suffers because of the other dogs, we tell our- 
selves. We know that Pete goes to‘the bathroom in the 
open fields at back, but not many others believe it. 


“If I see him loose again I'll call the poundmaster,’’ 
the lady up the street told my son. “He growled at ms 
husband and I don’t want him around my children.’’ 

And the apartment owner up the other way, who 
rents to adults only and has a swimming pool, gave us 
the same warning through our children, People can 
get real tough with youngster 

Pete has some friends, mostly in the immediate neigh- 
borhood, One lady brings a steak over occasionally just 
for Pete and we get knocks on the door from children 
who want him to come out and play with them, There 
aren’t enough friends, though, 

The humane officer of Upland chased Pete unsuccess 
fully one day, but the foxy mutt fooled him. W hen the 
officer watched to see if he’d go home Pete went off to 
the school grounds and had a fine time playing with the 
children, 


Later the officer spotted Pete in the car with my wife 
and followed them home, There he informed her that 
if he ever saw Pete loose again, he would issue a 
warrant for her arrest and bring city hall down on 
our necks, 

Pete now has two licenses, one from Sacramento 
and another from Upland. He has been vaccinated twice 
for rabtes in two years and once for distemper. He’s 
got a chain attached to his dog house on the patio out 
back, and a short leash for walking. 

The whole family gets more exercise now taking 
Pete on long walks. I usually end my day by taking him 
to a nearby orange grove where I break the law, per- 
haps, by letting him run after an occasional rabbit we 
find there, 


We'll probably give Pete his freedom eventually by 
buying a house in a less populated area or by mov 
back to the sticks,
